His Imperial Japanese Majesty's 
conpul at Vancouver who is a guest at 
thé Alberta hotel. Mr. Yada arrived in 
Fdmonton on the C.N.R. from Winnipeg 
sestetday morning. Me is looking over 
the city and surrounding district and 
wil] go sonth today on his way back to 
the const. He will report to the Japanese 
government on the result of his investi- 
gations into the conditions prevailing 
in Western Canada. 

Mr. Yada is typical of the progressive 
spirit that characterises the Japanese 
nation as 2 whole today. With a sarpris- 
ingly deep knowledge of men and affairs 
Mr. Yada is keenly alert to secure infor- 
mation regatding Canada. He was inter- 
viewed by a Bulletin representative and 
anawered a!! questions in a particularly 
courteous manner. At the some time, 
however ,le did not “lose sight of the 
purpose of his trip and kept up a ran- 
ning Giro of questions vy ery the plane 
for the aovilepeeat of city and dia- 
trict, the yield of grain per acre, the 
pfogress of tailway construction, the 
political situation and other questions of 
a varied nature. The replies were all 
catefuly tabulated in a note book and 
will doubtless be incorporated in the 
coneul’s report to his government. 

A Hurriod Trip. 

“You have a wonderful country here,” 
said Mr. Yada in surprisingly good Eng- 
lish, “I am only makiwg a hurried trip 
through, the West to look into the gen- 
eral conditions of the country and .e- 
port to my government. The size, loca- 
tion and evident prosperity ot Edmonton 
and the rich district surrounding it are 
@ great surprise to me. This ia my first 
visit to your city but I hope to come 
again every yeor,” 

Theta are only two Japanese conshls 
in Canada, Mr. Yada at Vancosver, and 
Mr. Shimizy at Ottawa. Mr. Yada has 
only been in this country for seven 
mouths. being for three years prior to 
that acting foreign minister for the Ja- 
pphero government. 

{a there much emigration from your 
country to Canada?” Mr. Yada was 
aghed 


‘No, very little at present,” was the 
repl®. “Tho emigration to this country 
is greatly restricted at the present time 
owing to the Lemieux, agreement. We 
are sanding large numbers to Manchuria 
a Corea at present but very few to 
North America, There are probably  he- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 Japanese living in 
Canada at present engaged in logging, 
fighing, farming and trading.” 

Japan Good Market for Canada. 

‘Commerce between Japan and Canada 
is increasing very rapidly but there ‘s 
still plenty of room for it to grow. Five 
years ago there was practically none at 
all while the reports issued recently show 
that last year the exports and imports 
amonnted to $3,000,000 of which about 
one-third were imports to Japan. I think 
in the next five years the Canadian peo- 
ble will begin to waken up to the great 
Hsnibilities of commerce with Japan. 
Ast year about $5,000,000 worth of flour 
Was exported ftom the United States to 
ApAn. This will constantly increase and 

not ae why Canada should not have 
share of this trade,”

INSANE NEGRO RUNS AMUCK.

Kills Keeper of Asylum and Injures Two 


Inmates. 
Washington, D.C., Sept. 22—In demon- 
iacal fary, Andrew Lightfoot, a mulatto 


inmate at St. Elizabeth's asvlum for the 
insane, today killed Patrick Maloney, 
the overseer of the grounds and Millie 
Vollin, a voung inmate of the asylum, 
and severely injured Miss Robinson, 
other inmate. The murderer  escapec 
from the grounds and fled to the swamps 
nearbs, where a cordon of polide, a score 
in all, quickly surrounded the place of 
oncealment, He/was finally caught after 
the police found it necessary to shoot 
him, inflicting a wound in the leg and 
he was taken back to the asylum. 

The murder oceurred directly in front 
of the main huilding for the men pa- 
tients at the asylum which is a govern 
ment institution 

Maloney, fifty years old, lived on the 
place with his family. Lightfoot 
forty years old, and had heen an inmate 
of the asylum for eight years and was 
regarded as harmless, Por some time he 
has heen serving as an assistant to the 
overseer, He was given in thay capacity, 
some of the privileges akin to those en- 
joyed in criminal institutions by the 
“trusties.”” Lightfoot today hecame sud- 
dently violently insane, grasping an iron 
har, which was close at hand, he atruck 
at Maloney and the blow landed on the 
overseers head crushing his skull and 
ausing instant death, 

Immediately the murderer sought to 
effect his eseape. Millie Pellin was in 
his way and he struck at her, 
crushing her skull, She dropped dead 
to the ground. Continuing his flight, 
he met Miss Robinson and tried to 
kill het His aim was bad however, 
and he suceeeded in inflicting only 
slight scalp wound and a broken arm, 
Lightfoot ran through the gates. The 
police finally loeated him in the 
swamps near Gieshéro Point and closed 
in on him. Then he fonght the police 
with stones and sticks and it was found 
necessary to fire at him, It was not until 
he was shot in the leg that he was finally 
subdued and taken to the asylum,
